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Adolph Alexander Weinman, the sculptor of the 
statue of Lincoln erected at Hodgensville, Kentucky, 
and other notable works, was born in Karlsruhe, 
Baden, in 1870. He came to this country when he 
was ten years of age and began his artistic career 
when but a lad as a wood carver. He studied at 
the Cooper Union and the Art Students' League, 
under Philip Martiny, Augustus Saint Gaudens, 
Olin L. Warner, and others, and has served as an 
assistant in the studios of Augustus Saint Gaudens, 
Charles H. Niehaus and Daniel C. French. The 
groups "The Destiny of the Red Man" and "Kansas" 
at the St. Louis Exposition were his work, as are also 
the Medal of Honor of the National Institute of Arts 
and Letters, and the Medal of Honor of the American 
Institute of Architects. In competition he won com- 
missions for the General Alexander Macomb memo- 
rial, a spirited statue, erected comparatively recently 
in Detroit, and for the Maryland Union Soldiers' 
and Sailors' Monument in Baltimore, which is one of 
the best of its kind in the country. Among his most 
recent sculpture is the statue of the late President of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, A. J. Cassatt, which has 
been appropriately and prominently placed in the 
new Terminal Station in New York. Mr. Wein- 
man is at present at work on a pediment for 
the south wing of the Wisconsin State Capitol. 
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
